Whereas, our Honorable law makers have 
lately passed an Act, increasing latgely the du- 
ties on Imports into our ‘Colony, and we, the 
mniners, traders and citizens of the colony, whe 
have all olr interests there, and a natural earnest 
desire tO see it progress and prosper, deem it to 
be our privilege as well as our duty to consider 
calmly, deliberately, and most respectfully this 
action, and to give the full and honest expres- 
sion of bur views on the subject, therefore ; 

I. Resolved, That in our judgment the Cas- 
toms Atnendment Ordinance, 1865, is an act of 
Legislation which js inopportane, an wise, impoli- 
tic, unjust and inequitable in its geaeral provisions, 

It is inopportune ; ; 

Ist. Because it largely increases the cost of 
living inthe Calony, at a tine when the mining 
and trading interdsts of the country can least 
The past sea- 
son was ip every sense an unprofitable one, The 
miner’s laboar Was to a great. extent spent in 
preparing for future operations, and his profits 
were cousequetitly small. The trader shared 
the small profits of the miner. This bas produe- 
ed a general feeling of distrust and depression 
in the country, The increased taxation only 
tends to add to this feeling, and thus deter both 
men and capital from going into the country. 

2nd. Because a Gold export tax of three per 
cent, has just been imposed on all treasure leav- 
ing the colony, which is in itselfa heavy increase 
upon our formef taxes.

made wp next year, when the mining population 
will bé so small under the operation of onerous 
taxes thdt it cannot be collected. No direct 
importations into the country can prevent this 
result, even if such importatations should enable 
traders ty furnish supplies at the same cost that 
they could have done under the old tariff. 

2nd; We believe there are rich deposits’ of 
gold il the wildest and most inhospitable por- 
tions df the Colony. These gold fields are as 
yet, unexplored and undiscovered ; it will require 
men and capital combined to discover and deve- 
lop them. In many instances. large companies 
have been organized and other preparations 
inade’ to send) capital into the country for this 
purpose. This tariff discourages and cripples 
all such operations by an unfair increase upon 
all the articles and implements required for their 
work, Prospecting in the colony, upon whieh 
so machlof our future success depends is thus 
checked if it is not entirely probibited.

Ist, Because the increase in the absolate ne- 
cessarics of life, far exceods that on the luxuries, 
thus making the laborer in the county bear the 
main, if not the whole barden of the taxation, 
As an instance the tariffon beans, one of the 
principal articles of consumption by the minef, 
is in¢reased from 3 to 20-per cent., while that 
on alé and porter is only increased from 10 to 
40 per*cent., the tariff on flour is increased more 
than threefold, while that on wines is only doubled. 

2nd. ‘The tariff is made to take effect at once, 
thus ¢adsing a sudden and quick rise in provi- 
sions jin the mines just as the season begins. By 
this meins the uviner will be forced to pay famine 
prices in the spring, and perhaps be driven by 
necessity to leave the country, before he las had 
a.fair chance to go to work profitably.

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HIS EXCELLENCY’S REPLY. 


New Westuinster, March 23, 1865. 


Genttemen :—I had the honor to receive, on 
the 18th instant, from the hands of the gentle- 
man selected by the people of Caritoo East to 
represent their interests in the Legislative Coon- 
cil, the petition adopted at a pablic meeting 
held in Victoria’ on the 25th Febroary, 1865. 
You object to the Customs Ordinance lately pas- 
sed in forcible terms, and give your, reasons for 
the objections you entertain. You state that 
your expressions are full and honest. Of this I feel 
no doubt, and I am induced in return to give yon 
same honest explanations. Though I do npt ob- 
serve appended to the petition many of the names 
inost familiar to me in Cariboo, yet the oppor- 
tunities of direct communication between the 
Governor and the mining population are so few 
that I am willing, for the purpose of replying, 
to consider your petition as expressing, in some 
measure, the opinion of the miners of British 
Colambia. 

The general principles of the Bill, which has 
now become law, were adupted by the Legisla- 
tive Coancil before my arrival in the colony; Un- 
derstand that I am not wishing to throw any of 
the responsibility that belongs to me on others, 
I shall not'assent to any measure that I am not 
prepared to defend, The law I found in force, 
and which has now been repealed, contained the 
objectionable and unosuval clause that the:value 
of the commodities introduced to this éolony 
should be calculated at the place of import } thus 
taxing freight, and making the ship while on her 
voyage coutribute to the support of the public 
institutions of this colony, The rate of daty 
appeared in the Tariff to be so much, whereas at 
the Custom House a very considerable additional 
tax was added, Many of the miners of the col- 
ony were. not aware. of this arrangement, 'and a 
comparison uf the schedules attached severally 
to the late and present Acts was calculated with 
them to-give rise to the impression that large 
additional duties have been imposed—an impres- 
sion totally anfounded where articles are water- 
borne to this colony from the place of their growth 
or manufacture. In all such cases the daties are 
now léwer than they were ; and if you sée tlie 
import daties estimated in our Ways and Means 
as more productive than last year, it is because

tection in ouf markets. The beer, the cider, the 
carriages, whatever is made or grown on the Is- 
land, enter on highly faverable,terms into com- 
petition with similar atticles introdaced from 
California.or Europe. If Vancouver Island is not 
in a position to profit by this beneficial arrange- 
ment of our law, you will see that that is no rea- 
son why: Victoria should, by doing the principal 
commercial operations of this evlony, levy a toll 
on all that we use or consume, 


But I by no. méang wish to deny that there is | 


an appearance of unfriendliness towards the place 
from which you write, and I-doubt not but that 
the expressions of “‘ unjust” and * inequitgble,” 
which you apply to vur recent legislation, would 
find wide echo there. But the reasons which 
induced me to give my sanction to the new luw 
were exactly the reverse of those attributed by 
yon to the Legislature of thix colony. 

It is beyond all things just und equitable that 
a community, like an individwul, should make 
arrangements for the payment of the debts it 
may incur.’ You are aware that British Colum- 
bia bas. been a large borrower vf money, laid out, 
you will allow me to say, almost entirely in fuci- 
litating access to the gold minds, and thus redu- 
cing the eXpense of living there. Whatvis the 
security for, this debt? We'can hardly flatter 
ourselves that the colony, which most. of yon, 
gentlemen, leave by the very first opportunity 
when the mining season closes); wonld have suf- 
ficient attractions to induce you to return to our 
gold creeks if richer temptations offered them- 
selveselsewhere. The non-resident traders, who 
derive neatly all the profits from the commerciul 
transactions of this colony, are not, of course, 
in any way liable for its debts, | The best secor- 
ity would be in a resident popolation ; and it is 
but reasonable that those whu have mnde of this 
colony their hume, at whatever risk, should have 
the larger share of the profits of its comnercial 
transactions, Let those whu wish to monupo- 
lize the profits come to the ¢oldny and shure the 
risks ; and I would venture to remark that if) 
you and the other miners who tiow live bet half) 
the year in’ British Columbia | were to remain here! 
during the twelve months, the taxation would 
fall much fighter on all. , 

You will perhaps here observe, ‘‘ Why do we 
not, by accepting the proferred union with the) 
neighboring colony, extend our responsibilities 
and area of taxation over the merchants of Vic- 
toria and the miners who spend their winter in! 
that town ?”. [do not now/feel called upon ty 
pronotnce an opinion on this|sabject, bat | would 
observe that no propvsal for union which offered 
any prospect of accéptation |here was made in 
Vauconver Islund anti] the) formal notice was 
given of the Customs Act to which you object., 

I have, however, no fear Of the ability of the 
colony to mect its present and probable prospec- 
tive indebtedness. But this)should not be left to 
chance, 

The reduction in the cost of living, which IT 
will show you mast take place :at \Cariboo, will 
make your labors more profitable, and thousands 
are now approaching our wouthern boundary to 
work the newly discovered gold fields and share, 
temporarily at least, in the public burdens. 

You see that I do not assent to thie main pro- 
positions contained in your address, therefore I 
will not follow you into details, I know that 
the immediate operation of the hew Customs law 
is disagreeable—its benefits hot yet in-your reach, 

You have selected the article of beans special- 
ly for comment, an article bulky, but of small 
intrinsic value. Compare the price'of beans at 
New Westwinster and Williams Creek, and see 
what twnakes them dear in the latter place, 
It is the transport, not the’ tax If all 
the beans for ‘future conspmption were to be 
stored in Victoria and introduced at the highest 
duty, and no improvements were made in the 


communications, the difference of price would | 


be.infinitesima] and utterly inajipreciable, iu the 
miners’ ddily meals. But we look fur direct im- 
portation, which would, before the season is over, 
reduce the price of all the articles in Cariboo to 
a lower standard than yet jseen there. With 
moderate charges, telegraphic commanications, 
and ‘a road completed, as I anticipate, through 
from New Westminster to Williams Creek, the 
northern mines will present more attractions to 
the fortunate holders of claims than they have 
yet done. 

I will only notice one other remark in your 
petition. Yoo say ‘a reasimable notice for the 
enforcement of such a measure” (the Customs 
Ordinanee) ‘‘is castomary in other countries, 
as it is eqnitable and fair.” You may, perliaps, 
not be aware that when the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s financial statement is made in the 
House of Commons, au order is at once given 
for the enforcement of any alteration of duties 
he may suggest, in anticipation of an Act of 
Partiament for the purpose. However, in the 
instance of the British Columbian Costoms Or- 
dinance there was elaborate) notice given. 

The principles were adopted by the Legislative 
Council on the 18th of February, 1864, before] 
reached the colony.
